On  the  hill  the  neat  pleaennt  thing  to 
greet  the  eye  is  the  W.  C.  T.  t'  cottage 
where  sll  sre  welcome  to  s  seat  and 
may  rest  as  long  as  tliey  chi*  »e  Tl  e 
temperance  ladies  distribute  literature 
and  in  tlie  afternoons  hold  Gtwpel  meet 
ings  which  are  well  attended. 

The  fakirs  created  a  distracting 
label,  crying  their  particular  wares  and 
gat  lie  ring  crowds  of  gratifying  propor¬ 
tion.  A  cider  null  was  steadily  grind¬ 
ing  a  supply  of  the  popular  beverage 
which  was  of  course  to  lie  sold  for  the 
benefit  of  the  thirsty  crowd.

Undoubtedly  many  of  the  socideuU  of  the 
past  year  oould  tuve  been  prevented  if 
there  had  beeu  a  brake  on  the  cyclists 
wbeal.  sod  meh  argument  advanced  against 
a  brake  can  readily  turned  to  advantage 
f,»r  a  brake.  You  need  not  use  it  if  you  are 
up  in  hack  pedaling,  but  even  then  a  brake 
ee  in  sometimes  vary  haudy  for  tbe 
oooster  on  on  unknown  hill.  It  is  a 
sity  and  should  be  reqairad  by  law. 

Road  races  are  not  favorably  regarded  by 
tbe  League  of  American  Wheelmen,  but 
the  niter  eels  of  mauy  of  our  bicyoie  clubs 
■ire  kept  up  by  them,  and  as  loog  aa  the  law 
,.f  this  Bute  permits  them,  only  local  seutl- 
m-ut  can  stop  them. 

Keep  to  the  right,  yoar  right,  as  the  law 
directs,  wheu  you  meet  s  team  or  uyuliet; 
go  to  the  left  wheu  paaaiug  a  team  or  oycllet, 
snd  pass  behind  a  pedestrian  cruaautg  tbe 
street,  are  good  rules  to  observe.  To  viols' 
tors  of  the  sidewalk  law.  it  might  be  added, 
never  order  a  pedestrian  off  the  snlewa  L« 
Out  dismount  and  pas*  them  Wheu  you 
are  on  a  side-path  the  rules  ef  the  road 
should  be  oneorrod.

It  in  to  be  hoped  That  the  good  old 
custom  of  pedestrian  Ism  will  not  fall 
Into  dianue.  The  bicycle  rider  has,  per- 


he  hoe  lost  something,  and  that  by  do 
means  unimportant  It  is  a  great  eco¬ 
nomic  gain  to  minimine  time  and  dis¬ 
tance  to  so  considerable  on  extent  The 
enjoyment  in  this  way  of  the  air  and 
exercise  and  the  poetry  aod  exhilaration 
of  easy  and  rapid  motion  Is  delightful, 
but  this  sensuous  satisfaction  is  likely 
to  be  obtained  at  the  expense  of  mental 
stimulus.  The  bicycle  rider  cannot  tarry 
to  study  the  tint  or  texture  of  tbe  flow¬ 
ers  or  breathe  tbeir  fragrance.  He  can¬ 
not  listen  to  the  songs  of  birds  or  the 
music  of  the  brooks.  His  course  is  over 
the  world’s  conventional  tracks,  and, 
though  nature  speaks  in  countless 
tongues,  be  hardly  catches  so  much  as 
tbe  echo  of  any  of  them.  Tbe  woodlands 
and  the  byways,  where  lurk  the  choicest 
manifestations  of  beauty,  be  cannot 
visit  On  his  nightly  runs  be  sees  only 
the  shining  rood  before  him  reflecting 
the  light  of  the  moon  and  stars,  bat  he 
rannot  lift  his  eyes  to  the  milky  way  or 
view  the  still  more  glorious  tenantry  of 
the  heavens. 

It  does  not  seem  a  violent  hypothesis 
that  this  condition  of  things  must  tend 
to  weaken  those  habits  of  observation 
upon  which  so  much  that  is  great  in 
art.  sclenoe  and  literature  depends,  and 
that  this  will  be  deplorably  apparent  in 
the  next  generation  aniens  some  counter 
interest  can  be  developed  It  is  n  serious 
question  whether  n  White  of  Selborne, 
s  Burroughs  or  n  Tboreaa  could  have 
been  profhoed  on  an  exclusive  bicycle 
basis  Tbeir  natural  tendencies  might 
have  overcome  all  obstacles  of  environ¬ 
ment,  but  observation  is  a  plant  that 
•tarts  early  and  grows  by  what  it  feeds 


THE  SPORTING  WORLD. 

Draughts  in  some'  shape  or  florin  is 
doubtless  a  vety  ancient  pastime.  In¬ 
deed  the  safest  thing  to  s^  abont  it  is 
that  it*  origin  U  lost  in  the  mists  of  an¬ 
tiquity.  Representations  of  persons 
playing  at  a  game  resembling  draughts 
ore  frequently  found  on  ancient  Egyp¬ 
tian  monuments  at  least  8,000  fears 
old  The  Greeks  bad  a  similar  game, 
from  whom  possibly  A  passed  to  tbe 
Romans.  At  least  tbe  old  Roman  game 
of  lotruncnli  seems  to  have  been  a  kind 
of  draughts,  though  it  is  doubtflbl  if 
the  game  as  now  played  is  very  ancient 
The  gome  was  popular  and  well  known 
in  Frsnoe  and  Bpaiu  in  tbe  seventeenth 
oentnry  and  was  probably  played  there 
and  in  England  centuries  before  that. 
That  it  was  from  France  tbe  game  came 
into  many  of  tbe  other  countries  is  evi¬ 
dent  from  tbe  foot  that  the  French  name 
— jeu  de  dames — passed  with  it 

Dam  or  damme  was  ouoe  tbe  regular 
English  name  for  one  of  tbe  pieces.  In 
Germany  the  gome  ia  still  called  dami  - 
spiel.  In  Holland  the  board  is  dambord. 
and  in  Scotland,  as  will  be  remembered 
by  readers  of  Detui  Ramsay’s  anecdote*, 
dambord  still  survives.  Iu  tbe  United 
dtates  tbe  less  usual  name  of  chequer 
spelled  checkers,  is  employed.  Polish, 
Spanish.  Italian  and  Turkish  draught* 
are  varieties  of  the  some  game.  The 
Polish  goiite,  which  has  several  pecul¬ 
iarities,  was  introduced  to  Pans  in 
1738  and  was  at  first  played  ou  a>osrd 
of  100  squares,  with  40  men.— Ex¬ 
change. 

French  Law  Protects  Cyders. 

The  French  judge  believes  in  pro¬ 
tecting  tbe  rights  of  wheelmen.  The 
following  clipping  from  an  English  pa¬ 
per  will  give  an  idea  of  how  severely 
persons  are  punished  that  violate  the 
sanctity  of  the  wheelman's  person.  The 
pap®r says: 

“Tbe  ninth  correctional  court  at 
Nantes  has  inflicted  exemplary  senteun  * 
upon  two  peasants  who,  without  motive, 
had  obstructed  and  assaulted  two  ry 
c lists.  The  prisoners  pleaded  that  they 
were  drunk,  but  the  court  seutrncn 
them  to  ten  and  six  months’  imprison 
ment  respectively,  while  the  cyclists 
were  awarded  800  francs  and  200  franco 
damages.  Tbe  Judge  remarked  that  cy¬ 
cling  was  becoming  more  and  more  pop¬ 
ular  evsvy  day,  even  among  wom^n  an<l 
children,  and  they  hod  an  undoubted 
right  to  adequate  and  energetic  protec 
lion  at  tbe  bonds  of  the  publiic  anther 
itiea  against  such  offenses  as  had  been 
committed  in  the  preaent  case.’’ — New 
York  World.
